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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request filed on 01/24/05 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 based on parent Application No. 10/085,302 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

2. Claims 3, 7-1 1 , and 1 5 are previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of 
a restriction requirement, claims 3, 7-1 1, and 15 are now subject to being rejoined. 
Claims 2-16 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-1 6 are allowed (renumber claims are 1 -1 5). y 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 

references cited disclose a printed circuit board arrangement having at least first and 
second fixed portions, and a movable flexible layer an-angement, the movable flexible 
layer arrangement having at least one electrical conductive layer with multitude of 
conductive tracks and electrical isolating layers, an opening passing through a printed 
circuit board, and some other claimed elements, for example, Cohn et al. (U.S. Patent 
6,465,882) discloses a multilayer substrate (10) flexible portion extended from first and 
second fixed portion and a cavity (50) as shown in figures 5-6, the first fixed portion 
having a printed circuit board, PCB, (46, 32, and 22) and a component (75) formed on 
the surface of the PCB, Desai ('639) and Hatkewitz et al. ('134) both disclose the flex- 
rigid structure, Haas ('297) discloses a flexible tear resistant printed circuits comprising 
a movable flexible layer arangement (12) extending printed circuits (11). However, 
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they do not disclose or render obvious in combination of the PCB arrangement having 
the opening passing through the PCB and extending as far as the conductor tracks 
being in the region of the first fixed portion to enable contacting the conductive tracks 
with the component.
